W A R A iJA lN S T Vl>— Knocked down but not out by the 
advent of penicillin, infectious syphilis increased la.«d 
vear for the seventh consecutive year, reports the Ameri­ 
can Social Health Organization. The 22,733 cases re- 
ported in 19fi4 were the greatest number since 1950. U.S. 
Public Health Service o.stimates there were about an­ 
other 100.000 unreported ca.ses. Reported gonorrhea 
victims also increased by 20.000 over 1963— to 290,00,3 
in 1964. Syphilis incidence rate in the 20 to 24 age 
group was four and one-half times the national average. 
Among teen-agers, the sxThilis and gonorrhea rate was 
twice the national average. Congress has earmarked 
$10 million this fiscal year for the fight agamst venereal 
disease.
